TURKISH ATROCITIES. 


The Women and Children of Four- 
teen Villages Massacred. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, May 11.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle says: 

“M. Ralli, the Premier, showed me 
today dispatches and reports from Col. 
Manos and various civil authorities in 
Epirus stating that fourteen villages 
between Tolour and Kastrosykia, have 
been burned by the Turks, after all the 
women and children had been massa- 
cred, except a few who hid in the fast- 
nesses of Mt. Zalongos, famous during 
the war of independence, anda few 
more who concealed themselves in the 
marshes along the shore, and managed 
finally to get- aboard the Greek ships, 
half-dead with hunger and fear. 

“The men fought like lions in defense 
of the women who sought refuge in the 
‘woods and caves of Mt. Zalongos, and 
when chased by the Turks, jumped over 
precipicés to avoid capture and  dis- 

MUTILATED BODIBS. . 

ARTA, May 11.—It fs learned that the 
Turks have severed the arms and legs 
of all the Greeks found in the villages 
of the Plain of Louros and left the mu- 
tilated bodies by the roadside to ter- 
rorize the population. 


‘TO THE TROOPS. 


Crown Prince Constantine Issues an 
Address at Domokos. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE] _. 

ATHENS, May 11.— [By Atlantic 
Cable.] Crown Prince Constantine yes- 
terday issued the following address to 
the troops at Domokos: 

“The Greek army retires to Domokos 
because our positions at Pharsala were 
not strong enough against an enemy 
greatly. superior in numbers,-but the 
positions you occupy here are so strong 
that our army may be considered in- 
vincible. I am confident that you will 
be able not only to repulse with suc- 
cess any attack of the enemy, but that 
you will shortly be able:to take the 
offensive and compel him to abandon 
Greek territory. 

“Remember you defend she sacred 
soil of the fatherland and the honor 
of the King and nation. The enemy 
must not be allowed to make a further 
step into Greece. I know you have suf- 
fered and are still suffering many pri- 
vations; after having been obliged to 
fight so many days, but we must en- 
dure these privations patiently, confi- 
dent that we are doing our duty to 
our fatherland. 

[Signed] “CONSTANTINE.”

The Porte Denies That the Sheik 
Ul Islam is Conspiring. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 11.—The 
Porte has given a positive official de- 
nial of the statement that the Sheik 
Ul Islam has issued a circular to the 
Imams in Constantinople and the proy- 
inces, foreshadowing a hold war, and 
to the report that the sacred edict was 
already prepared. 


TURKEY’S BLOOD IS UP, 
Mobilizing Troops to Defy the Will 
of the Powers. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, May 11.— [By Atlantic 
Cable.] <A dispatch to the Standard 
from Constantinople says: 

“It is reported that orders have been 
sent out for the mobilization of the 
Fifth and Sixth Army Corps reserves, 
stationed at Bagdad and in Syria and 
for the immediate dispatch of fifty 
battalions to Konieh, from which point 
they will be taken to Ismeed, in Asia 
Minor. 

“These preparations, which involve 
an expense that Turkey is quite unable 
to bear, cannot be required against 
Greece, and they excite anxiety as in- 
dicating that Turkey is preparing either 
to confront a more formidable foe or to 
place herself in such a strong position 
that she will be able to ignore the pow- 
ers and their plan of mediation. 

“Three staff officers have been sent 
to the depots of the Fourth Army Corps 
at Erzeroum and Erzing to report 
whether there is a sufficient supply of 
arms and equipment to mobilize the re- 
‘serves of that corps. 

“Six officers of the Turkish troops 
stationed at Janina, toge#her with the 
commandants at Louros, Phillipidia 
and other stations, have arrived here 
tn chains. They will be tried for neglect 
of duty in the face of the enemy.”

HE WAS AT VELESTINO. 


Stephen Crane Describes the Battle 
and the Aftermath. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRPF.] 

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Journal 
publishes a cable dispatch from Stephen 
Crane. who saw the battle of Velestino, 
where Gén. Smolenski hurled back Ed- 
hem Pasha. Mr. Crane says: 

“Velestino has proved that the Greek 
soldiers, when well led, can cope suc- 
cessfully with Turks, even though out- 
numbered. This battle has proved them 
great fighters, long fighters, and stay- 
ers. To be sure, the army retreated 
from Velestino, but it was no fault of 
the army. The commander bit his 
fingers and cursed when the order came 
to retreat. He was at that time per- 
fectly confident of success. For three 
days he had been holding the Turks 
back and inflicting upon then’ heavy 
losses. Then came the order to fall 
back, due to reverses or something in 
other places ‘“‘Gen. Smolenski knew, of 
course, his retreat would be at the 
sacrifice of Velo, and he raged. But 
orders must be obeyed, hence the occu- 
pation of the Turks first of Velestino 
and later of Volo. In the middle of in- 
toxication of victory came the orders 
to fall back. Why? : 

“I only arrived at noon of the second 
day. The roll of musketry was tre- 
mendous. From a distance it was like 
tearing a cloth, nearer it sounded like 
rain on the roof, and.close up it was 
just a long crash after crash. It was 
a beautiful sound—beautiful as I had 
ever dreamed. It was more impressive 
than the roar of Niagara, and finer than 
thunder or avalanche—because it had 
the wonder of human tragedy in it. It 
was the most beautiful sound of my 
experience, barring no symphony. The 
crash of it was ideal. 

The slaughter of the Turks was enor- 
mous. The fire of the Greeks was. so 
fierce that the Turkish soldiers, while 
charging, shielded their eyes with their 
hands. Eight charges the Turkish sol- 
diers made on Saturday, and they were 
repulsed each time. The desperate 
Turkish cavalry even attacked their 
enemy on a steep, rocky hill. The in- 
sane, wicked squadrons were practically 
annihilated. Scattered fragments slid 
slowly back, leaving the place black 
With -wounded and dead men and 
-horses.. From a distance it was like a 
‘fame. There was no blood, ho expres- 
sion. no horror to be seen. | 

“All the assaults of the Turks this 
day resulted disastrously to them. The 
Greek troops fought with the steadiness 
of salaried book-keépers, never tired, 
never complaining. It was a magnifi- 
cent exhibition. The Greeks fought all 
the time with the artillery fire going on, 
even in a musketry lull, but nobody 
minded anything. The Turks were in 
great numbers, and fought according 
to the precepts of their religion. But 
the Greeks were never daunted, and 
whipped them well. Sometimes it was 
fighting among gaunt hills, sometimes 
fighting on green plains, but always 
the Greeks held their position. When 
night came shells burst in fury, light- 
ing the darkness. By the red flashes I 
Baw the wounded taken to Volo. There 
was very little outcry among them. 
They were mostly silent. 

“In the gray early morning the mus- 
ketry fire began again. It rallied from 
hill to hill; batteries awoke and the 
whole play was resumed. The Turkish 
Suns were superior to those of the 
Greeks, who had mostly mountain 
howitzers. I watched for a long time 
the blue-clad Greek infantry marching 
in position across a small plain. While 
I watched the Turks changed their at- 
tack from the Grek right on the plain 
to the Greek left on the rocky hill. 
Then the fighting became obscured 
from view. 

“The Greek# lay in trenches, snugly 
flattened against the dirt, firing care- 


fore them. Every ridge was fringed 
with smoke. I saw _ soldiers in the 
trenches ease off and take a drink from 
their canteens, twist their cartridge 
belts to put the empty links behind 
them, or turn around to say something 
to a comrade. They then went at it 
again. I noticed one lieutenant stand- 
ing up in the rear of a trench rolling a 
cigarette, his lips wide apart. In this 
careless attitude a shot went through 
his neck. His servant came from the 
trench and knelt weeping over the 
body, regardless of the battle. The men 
had to drag him by the legs. 

“The reserves coming up passed a 
wayside shrine. The men paused to 
A shell 
struck the shrine and demolished it. 
The men in the rear of the column were 
obliged to pray to the spot where the 
shrine had been. 

“News came from the left that the 
Turks had tried to turn the flank and 
failed. The Turks formed on the right 
and moved slowly across the plain, and 
the battery opened upon them. I saw 
troops moving to the rear to prevent a 
possible flank attack in the direction of 
Volo. The fighting on the plain to the 
right began. Masses of Turkish troops, 
like shadows, slowly moved forward 
toward the Greek trenches indicated by 
gray lines of smoke. Shots began to 
rake the trenches on the hill and to also 
rake the battery to the rear. 

“T hoped the Greeks on the plain 
would hurry and drive the Turks from 
their position. They did it gallantly, 
in a short, ferocious infantry fight. The 
bit of woods where the fight occurred 
seemed on fire. There was a great rat- 
tling and banging, and then the Turks 
went out defeated. There was general 
rejoicing all along the Grek lines. The 
officers walked proudly, the men in the 
trenches grinned. Then, mind you, just 
at this time, late in the afternoon, after 
another successful day came the order 
to retreat. 

“Smolenski had apparently received 
the brunt of the fighting. Yet the cen- 
ter and left near Karadjah and at Phar- 
sala had again retired. No one could 
expldin it. We were aware of the situ- 
ation they faced, but it seemed an ex- 
traordinary order. They say Smolenski 
wept. 


“T went down to see the retreat. <A 
curious thing was that the Turks 
seemed to understand the order as 


quickly as we did. They moved up bat- 
teries with startling rapidity, for the 
Turks. The retreat was not disorderly, 
but wrathful and sullen. A regiment of 
Evzones, the kilted men, 2000 strong, 
came down to cover the retreat, and in 
the twilight. brightened by Turkish 
shells, the Greeks slowly withdrew.”

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—SENATE. 
Senator Mantel of Montana introduced 
two amendments to the wool schedule. 
of the Tariff Bill. Fle explained that 
one represented the views of the Na- 
tional Wool Growers’ Association, while 
the other had been agreed to by a num- 
ber of Senatorg on the Republican side. 
The amendments were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Senator Gear of Iowa, chairman of 

the Pacific Railroad Committee, said 
he would not press his motion tu pro- 
ceed with the Pacific Railroad Bill to- 
day, but would urge it Thursday. 
' The Morgan Cuban resolution was 
taken up as soon as routine business 
was out of the way. Senator Morrill 
of Vermont spoke in opposition. The 
Senator said the purpose of all Cuban 
resolutions, including that of Senator 
Morgan, was to wrest from the Execu- 
tive the right he alone hitherto had ex- 
ercised of recognizing belligerent rights 
or the independence of nations. Sena- 
tor Morrill declared that Congress had 
no such power, and its exercise would 
be contrary to all precedents. The tel- 
ligerent rights of revolters should not 
have recognition based merely on sym- 
pathy; it must be based on justice and 
law. 

Senator Morrill argued in favor of 
leaving the President a free hand in 
Cuba, and said that were we now to 
recognize the Cuban revolters as bel- 
ligerents, the legitimate governinent 
would at once be released from re- 
sponsibility for damages which Amer- 
ican citizens may suffer from any fu- 
ture acts or misdeeds of the revolters. 
When the executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial functions are only documentary 
and migratory, the revolters were not 
entitled to recognition. He hoped for 
the early and complete independence 
of the island, and when the time was 
ripe, independence would come, war or 
no war. But he was wholly opposed to 
the annexation of Cuba, as it meant 
the admission of Cuba as a State equal 
in power to New. York. 

Mr. Morrill then turned his attention 
to “the new and botched version of the 
Monroe doctrine with all its additions 
by intrepid jingoists, who sought to 
make the United States the unasked 
guardian and the fighting champion of 
= the American republics, big and lit- 
tle.” 

If this new version was to be an es- 
tablished policy, then it was time to 
‘ereate an army and navy which will 
eclipse that which might be trought 
against them; to nile up taxes: to sus- 
tain a huge military establishment. 
and to supplement the senoolmaster 
*with the soldier. Mr. Morrill referred 
to “certain statesmen who seemed to 
want war at any time.” 

Mr. Kyle °F South Dakota (Pop.) 
rose to a question of privilege on the 
close of Mr. Morril’s speech. He said 
that criticisms had appeared 
West relative to his position on Sen- 
ate committees, intimating that it was 
due to some understanding with Repub- 
lican Senators. He came here, he said, 
without Knowing that a reorganization 
was contemplated. He had had no con- 
ference with Democratic or Republican 
Senators as to whether he would be as- 
signed on committees, and he objected 
to the statements sent out from Wash- 
ington that he had begged assignments 
anywhere. Mr. Kyle said that as he un- 
derstod the policy of the Populists, 
they believed in giving the control and 
responsibilities of the Senate to the 
Republicans who controlled the other 
branches of the government. He be- 
lieved that was the right policy. 

Consideration of the Cuban resolu- 
tion was resumed, and Mr. Foraker of 
Ohio, who has just entered the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, spoke 
briefly on the desirability of careful! 
inquiry by the committee. There was 
no purpose, he said, to trifle with the 
resolution, and he urged Mr. Morgan 
to allow it to be referred. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska (Pop.) asked 
what more could be learned. 

Mr. Foraker responded that a gues- 
tion existed as to the facts. The sub- 
ject divided itself, he said, under three 
heads: First, what are the facts: sec- 
ond, what is the law applicable\to the 
facts; third, what is the policy which 
we are to assume under this condition 
of law and facts. Mr. Foraker said he 
had read some of the evidence in the 
possession of the State Department, 
and he felt that it should be examined 
carefully before action was taken.

Several amendments were of- 
fered. but withdrawn. Short speeches 
criticising President Cleveland's order 
were made by Messrs. Underwood, 
(Dem»> of Alabama, Ellis (Rep.) of 
Oregon, Knowles_(Pop.) of South Da- 
kota, Lacey (Rep.) of Iowa; Brucker 
(Dem.) of Michigan, De Vries (Dem.) 
ot.California, Bailey (Dem.) of Texas, 
and Mr. Hartman (Silver Rep.) of Mon- 
tana. 

Mr. Lacey ‘stated that Mr. Hartman 
assumed that President McKinley 
would repeat the mistakes of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

“I do not think there is any man on 
the face of the earth such a blunder- 
head that he could make a thousandth 
part of the mistakes made by President | 
Cleveland,” . retorted Mr. Hartman, “I 
did not support Mr. McKinley, but, 
thank God. he is an American Presi- 
dent, the first we have had in four . 
years.”’ 

Mr. Lacey withdrew the amendment 
proposed by him yesterday, other pend- 
ing amendments were withdrawn and 
the House voted by 100 to 39 to non- 
concur in the Senate amendment, with 
the understanding that instructions be 
mede to the conferees later. 

The Senate amendment 
that the mineral land commissioners 
be appointed by the President with 
the advice and consent of the Senate 
was opposed by Mr. Dockery (Dem.) of 
Missouri. who asserted that its only 
effect was to take the officials out of 
the classified service. He used this as 
a text to taunt the Republicans on 
their civil-service record. 

it was contended by Mr. Lacey that 
the twelve commissioners were Demo- 
crats appointed by Mr. Cleveland, who 
endeavored by his order to continue 
them in office. 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas (Dem.,) re- 
plied that one member of each of the 
four boards was a Republican. The 
House concurred in the amendment. 

Mr. Cannon offered an amegdment 
to make available $2,563,323 for the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River for 
the fiscal year of 1897-98, of which $500,- 
000 should be deducted from the appro- 
priation for 1898-99. The effect of the 
amendment was to expend half a mil- 
lion a year before it would otherwise 
be available, and it was agreed to. 

The House voted not to concur in the 
amendment appropriating $5000 for the 
continuation by the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture of an investigation of the 
beet-sugar industry and another require 
ing the Secretary of War to appoint 
a superintendent of the traffic through 
the locks of the Monongahela River as 
soon as the government comes into 
possession of the works of the Mon- 
ongahela Navigation Company. 

Mr. Lewis of Washington (Dem.) 
made a plea for the Senate amend- 
ment for $10,000 for a survey of the 
improvements proposed from Salmon 
Bay to Smith’s Cove, explatning that 
warships might be anchored in Lakes 
Union and Washington when the pro- 
ject was completed. The House voted 
to non-concur. 

The most interesting debate was on 
the appropriation of $50,000 to improve 
Pearl Harbor in the Hawaiian Islands, 
which was: rejected by a vote of 85 to 
53. Mr. Hitt of Illinois, past and pros- 
pective chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, earnestly supported 
the amendment. A vote was taken on 
Mr. Hitt’s motion to concur in the 
Senate amendment, which failed by @ 
vote of 53 to 8&5. 

Comparatively few Republicans were 
present, and the vote was nearly @® 
party ene. Half a dozen Democrats 
and Republicans, including Messrs. 
Cummings of New York, Tate of Geor- 
gia, King of Utah and Populists Simp- 
son and Ridgely of Kansas, voted to 
concur, and about a dozen Republicane, 
among them Messrs. Cannon, Hilborn 
of California, Parker, Moody of Mas- 
sachusetts, Broderick of Kansas, Brom- 
well of Ohio, and Linney of North Car- 
olina voted not to concur. 

Cummings and Henry expressed the 
hope that before President McKinley 
went out, the United States flag would 
fly over Hawaii.

CHICAGO, May 11.—A special to the 
Chronicle from New Orleans says: “The 
steamer Rover, plying between this 
port and the ports of Spanish Ho1du- 
ras, was fired on by a Nicaraguan 
man-or-war on May 6 while four miles 
from Port Cortez, and narrowly es- 
caped being hit amidships. The Rover, 
which came in tonight, also brought 
the information that it was rumored in 
Omoa and other government points 
that the American Consul at Port Cor- 
tez, Mr. Alger, had been shot, but no 
particulars had been obtained. The 
fact that his flags were not flying 
when the Rover deft port is taken as 
an indication that this is really so, and 
possibly Port Cortez has passed into 
the hand of the government, although 
it is also said that the revolutionists at 
that place are principally Americans 
and Englishmen, well armed and vastly 
superior to the force of the Hondurian 
government, 


“The story of the affair as told by 


| Capt. Reed of the Rover is as follows: 


“Upon arriving at Port Cortez on 
the morning of May 6 Capt. Reed ob- 
served that the flags of the American 
Consul were not fiying, and there 
seemed to be something amiss in the 
town. He decided not to anchor his 
ship, but instead’ remained off shore, 
waiting to be boarded by the customs 
officials. After waiting for some time 
and no one putting in an appearance, 
and noticing that the town seemed to 
be in a state of agitation, Capt. Reed 
concluded it was not safe for him to 
remain in the port, and headed his 
ship for Omoa. When the Rover was 
about four miles distant from Port 
Cortez the tug-boat Lucy B. was ob- 
served heading for the steamer. 

“When the two vessels were about 
half a mile apart, to the astonishment 
and dismay of the American captain 
and his crew, a puff of smoke was ob- 
served to clear the sides of the Nic- 
araguan vessel, and the next moment 
there followed a report and a solid shot 
struck the water a few hundred yards 
ahead of the Rover.

MR. DINGLEY INTERVIEWED. 


‘He Says Many Tariff Bill Amend- 
ments Are Verbal. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.} 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The first 
statement which Chairman Dingley of 
the Ways and Means Committee, whose 
name is borne by the new Tariff Bill, 
has consented to make regarding the 
bill since it was amended by the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, was made by 
him today to the Associated Press. Mr. 
Dingley was requested to give some 
Statement as to the probable additional 
revenue that would be yielded the first 
year by the Senate Tariff Bill, as well 
as by the House bill, and he spoke as 
follows: 

“It must be borne in mind that there 
- $s no Senate bill as yet. What is im- 
proverlvy spoken of as the Senate bill 
is the House bill reported to the Sen- 
ate by the Finance Committee, with 
certain amendments recommended. 
What_the Senate bill will be when that 
body shall have passed it, no one can 
as yet say. 

“While the amendments of the House 
bill recommended by the Senate Fi- 
mance Committee (about seven hun- 
dred) appear to be multitudinous, yet 
about two hundred of them are mainly 
verbal. such as amending the spelling 
of ‘asbestos’ by substituting ‘o” for ‘uo,’ 
Jeaving about five hundred which 
change rates. This is about the num- 
ber of amendments to the McKinley 
Bill adopted by the Senate of 1890, and 
of these five hundred a large propor- 
tion involve nothing of consequence. 
There are, however, many amendments 
which are important, not only on reve- 
nue, but other grounds. I do not pro- 
pose now to speak of these proposed 
amendments except as they affect reve- 
nues. 

“The effect of these amendments as a 
whole, outside of the gmendment im- 
posing duty on tea for two years and 
@ half, and the amendment increasing 
the internal revenue on beer 44 cents 
per barrel for the same period, and the 
increase proposed on tobacco and cigar- 
é€ttes, will produce less revenue than 
would be raised by the House bill. 

“Some criticism has been made on the 
estimates of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee as to the revenue that would be 
produced by the Tariff Bill as it passed 
the House. These criticisms overlook 
the fact that the Ways and Means 
Committee estimates of the revenue 
that might be expected the first vear 
were based on the assumption that the 
bill should become a law on or before 

71. The committee in its report ex- 
pressly said that while there could be 
no question that the bill would in any 
event yield sufficient revenue to carry 
on the government and leave a surplus 
the second year of its operation. which 
nobody even now contradicts, and prob- 
ably sufficient for the first year, if it 
should be promptly put tn force: vet if 
there should be a delay in its enact- 
ment beyond May 1, anticipatory im- 
portations would inevitably cause se- 
rious inroads in the prospective revenue 
for the first vear.”’

TERRIBLE EARTHQUAKES IN 


The Isiands of Montserrat and 
Guadalupe Shaken to Their Very 
Foundations. 


MANY BUILDINGS DEMOLISHED. 


SCORES OF INHABITANTS BURIED 
BENEATH THE RUINS, 


Two Hundred People Caught by the 
Collapse .of the Walls of a 
Church—Fifty of Them 
Crushed to Death. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 11.—The Journal 
tomorrow will say: “Earthquakes are 
shaking the islands of Guadalupe and 
Montserrat, off the Leeward group in 
the West Indies. The cable a few days 
ago reported that a number of persons 
had been killed at Guadalupe. Details 
were eupplied by the Quebec liner Mar- 
jana, which arrived here yesterday 
from Leeward Island ports. 

“When the steamer reached Antigua, 
forty miles from Guadalupe, on May 
1, everyone in port was discussing the 
shocks. The heayiest had occurred two 
days before, when fifty colored people 
had been killed by being buried in the 
ruins of their houses. In a brick churc’ 
a congregation of 200 people were 
caught by the collapse of the walls 
and fifty crushed to death. Those in 
the streets saw the houses sway back 
and forth and the walls of brick struc- 
tures crack. 

“The report also said that twenty-five 
or thirty people had lost their lives at 
Point-a-Pietrie, Twelve brick houses 
in Guadalupe had been demolished and 
scores of others cracked and seamed 
by the shocks. . 

“From Antigua the Mariana steamed 
to Montserrat, arriving there on May 
2. There, too, a state of terror ex- 
isted. On April 30 that island was 
rocked like a boat at sca, 

Six houses were destroyed, but no 
lives lost.”

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—The 
Grand Lodge of the Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows began its forty-fifth 
annual session today. Delegates from 
360 lodges were present. The greater 
part of the opening session was devoted 
to the consideration of the reports from 
the grand officers. 

Grand Master Warboys reported that 
during the year one subordinate lodge 
had been instituted, three lodges had 
consolidated with other branches of 
the order, two had surrendered their 
charters and one had been dissolved.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 11.—The 
well-established firm of Williams, 
Brown & Co., wholesole shipping and 
commission merchants, is in financial 
difficulties. Its liabilities are said to 
be about $600,000, but its assets are be- 
lieved to be sufficient to meet most of 
its obligations. If the creditors will 
grant an extension of time, the firm 
hopes to resume business. 

For the past eight years the firm) 
has been recognized as one of the most 
active houses in the Australian import 
trade. In the salmon-canning business | 
Williams, Brown & Co. were the back- | 
ers of enterprises of immense propor- 
tions. In handling the Alaska fish out- 
put they conducted operations that 
annually represented from _ 150,000 to 
200,000 cases of salmon, and in their 
export grain trade to Australia 
their shipments in a season often 
amounted to from thirty-five to forty 
cargoes. Since December 1, the con- 
cern has loaded seven vessels for the 
antipodes, .whose joint cargoes are 
valued at $500,000. 

The direct cause of the failure of the } 
firm is said to have been the failure of 
Australian consignees to meet bills 
drawn against them for shipments of 
grain. A great deal of money was lost 
by the firm in its fruit operations in 
the Fresno market, and in the Colum- 
bia River canneries, in which they 
were interested. Last year they were 
large packers of salmon, which cost 
from $1.30 to $1.35 per dozen tins. Much 
of this stock was carried over for this 
year’s sales, and at the beginning of 
the season the market opened at a 
price of about $1.05 per dozen tins. 

The creditors of the firm are numer- 
ous in this city, but among the institu- 
tions of prominence here which are 
known to have been financially inter- 
ested are the Bank of California, the 
London, Paris and American Bank, the 
French Bank and the Crocker-Wool- 
worth Banking Company. 

The personnel of the firm had much 
to do with its high financial standing. 
It was originally composed of William 
Brown, son of -Thomas’ Brown, the 
cashier of the Bank of California, and 
Henry A. Williams, son of Henry Fy | 
Williams, the well-known banker and 
president of the California Safe De- 
posit Company. William Brown died 
about two years ago, and his share in 
the business was bought over by Henry 
A. Williams, who is now the only mem- 
ber of the firm. 

About two months ago Henry A. Wil- 
liams left this city for Australia on the 
steamer Alameda for the purpose of 
consulting with Falk & Co., the Aus- 
tralian representatives of the house, 
about the firm’s business. Mr. Wil- 
liams was to leave Sydney on his re- 
turn to San Francisco on May 10, but 
no word as to that has been received.

LABOR EXCHANGE FIZZLE, 


People Would not Buy the Product 
of That Sawmill.

SANTA CRUZ, May 11.—The Labor 
Exchange sawmill has passed into po- 
session of William Baird and Thomas 
Nolan, the original owners, who give 
employment to twenty-five men. The 
transfer demonstrates that the theory 
of the Labor Exchange is not practic- 
able when in competition with business 
interests. 

The Exchange was formed on the 
principle that its business could be done 
with little or no money, whatever its 
members required being purchasable 
at the store established by the Exchange

Four Problems Submitted to the 
City Engineer to Ascertain Pres- 
ent Real Worth of Property:

Walter Taylor’s Examination—Two

At the City Hall yesterday the Coun- 
cil met in adjourned session to award 
the electrical franchises for which bids 
were received yesterday. The necessary 
ordinances of award were passed. The 
Water Supply Committee filed a report 
on the progress of its work, together 
with a schedule of the property of the 
City Water Company, as furnished by 
the company. The Board of Police 
Commissioners also held a brief session. 

At the Courthouse yesterday two 
damage suits were decided, one in fa- 
vor of the defendant and the other 
awarding $900 to the plaintiff. Walter 
Taylor. was brought before Justice 
Young for examination on a charge of 
assault with intent. to commit rape. 
Judge Smith handled a large grist of 
business of minor importance in De- 
partment One. The examination of in- 
sanity patients has at last been com- 
menced under the provisions of the new 
law. Horton’s restraining order on the 
City Council in regard to the telephone 
franchise was dissolved in short order 
by Judge Shaw, as was the restraining 
order obtained by Allen in regard to 
the electric-lighting franchise. .

FRANCHISES THREE. 


AWARDS MADE BY THE COUNCIL 
ON SHORT ORDER, 


The Restraining Orders of Judge 
Shaw Wete Dismissed in the 
Morning and a Few Hours Later 
the Necessary Ordinances Were 
Adopted, 


The Council met in adjourned session 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock. The 
purpose of the meeting was to award 
the electric franchise for which pro- 
posals had been received the preceeding 
The restraining orders which 
had been issued by Judge Shaw to pro- 
hibit the Council from accepting and 
awarding the franchise for a telephone 
system and for authority to distribute 
electrical energy were dismissed yester- 
day morning by the court and as a 
consequence the Council saw its way 
clear to proceed in the matter. Unusual 
haste was called for, because the new 
Mead law was to go into effect this 
morning, and further delay would have 
required the Council to begin anew all 
proceedings in both cases. 

President Silver was in the chair and 
all the members were present except 
Councilmen Ashman and Hutchison. 


The Board of Public Works recom-} 


mended that the franchise to operate a 
telephone system be awarded to the 
Home Telephone Company, which of- 
fered $111, and the franchise to operate 
a street railway over and along San 
Pedro street to J. C. Lynch, who offered 
$5351. The Gas and Light Committee 
recommended that the franchise to dis- 
tribute electrical energy be awarded to 
L. D. C. Gray, who proposed for $760. 
The reports of both committees were at 
once accepted, and the City Attorney 
presented the necessary ordinances 
granting the franchises, which were 
adopted without a moment’s delay. 
They were at once forwarded to the 
Mayor for his signature, received the 
Citv Clerk’s certificate and published. 
It was reported that the parties who’ 
secured the restraining orders’ which 
were dismissed yesterday morning, 
were attempting to secure orders of the 
court prohibiting the award of the fran- 
chises. If so, they made a signal fail- 


re. 
WATER-SUPPLY REPORT. 

The following report, which was 
the result of a compromise between the 
two factions of the Council on the 
water question. was then presented: 

“Your Water Supply Committee begs 
leave to report as follows: In keeping 
with the instructions of your honorable 
body authorizing the committee to open 
negotiations with the Los Angeles City 
Water Company for the purchase of 
their plant by the city, in the event it 
should appear advisable to purchase the 
same, we have prosecuted the com- 
mission entrusted to us to the extent of 
procuring from said water company 
full data pertaining to this plant. 

“It has been the prime object of 
your committee to secure this informa- 
tion to such a degree of completeness as 
ta render verification easy on the part 
of experts, as well as to enable any in- 
quiring mind to form a proper concep- 
tion of the extent of the plant upon an 
examination of the schedules and maps. 
It matters little how ardent the com- 
mittee might have labored along this 
line, their efforts must have been with- 
out avail had the water.company not

reasonable request for information, and 
afforded every facility for acquiring 
sufficient data. 

“This information is herewith pre- 
sented to your honorable body both in 
schedule and may form, the schedule 
showing items urider the following 
heads: Real estate, rights to develop 
water, rights-of«way, conduits, tun- 
nels, pipe and flume lines, distribution- 
pipe system, fittings, reservoir sites, 
reservoirs. pump stations, stock on 
hand, water sources and developments;

“Naturally the committee regards its 
work incomplete in its present state, 
inasmuch as it is unable to communi- 
cate the figure at which the water 
company will part with its plant. The 
desire of the company to secure con- 
certed action of all its rhembers in ap- 
proving any price its local representa- 
tives may name, has occasioned some 
delay in furnishing the final figure to 
the committee. We are assured, how- 
ever, that this information will be 
forthcoming in two weeks. 

“Appreciating the necessity for mak- 
ing rapid progress in overcoming the 
steps preliminary to the proper decis- 
ion upon the germain question at issue, 
your committee take the liberty of sub- 
mitting the data above mentioned, 
awaiting the transmission of the water 
company’s price until such later date 
as it may suit its pleasure to com- 
municate the same to this committee. 

“In order that no time may be lost at 
this juncture, your committee would 
respectfully recommend that the City 
Engineer be instructed to proceed at 
once to determine by use of the. data 
here supplied the following conclusions, 
to-wit: 

“First—The correctness of the data 
furnished by the water company.

Sheri@ Barr Receives a Telegram 
from the Secretary of State Lu- 
macy Commission—Five Alleged 


Insane Examined at the County 
Jail. 


The examination of alleged insanity 
patients unWer the new law has been 
commenced, a Jailer Kennedy stands 
in a fair way of being relieved of the 


care of several prisoners who are held 
on charges of insanity. 

In answer to a telegram Sheriff Burr 
received the following reply yesterday 
te: the secretary of the new commis- 
sion: 

“All medical examiners who have re- 
ceived their receipts from this office, 
six of which were mailed Saturday and 
eight yesterday, are authorized to make 
examinations in cases of lunacy. I ex- 
plained fully in a letter to Judge Clark 
that new commitment and ether blanks 
required by the new law had not been 
received from the printer and that the 
commission authorizes the use of old 
blanks.”’ 

Under-Sheriff Clements at once made 
inquiry of members of the Board of Lu- 
nacy Examiners, consisting of eighteen 
physicians selected by the six Superior 
Judges of this county, to ascertain who 
of their number had received certificates 
from Sacramento. The officers have 
been waiting for some time for these 
certificates to make their appearance, 
as there are more insane in the County 
Jail at the present time than can con- 
veniently be cared for. Clements found 
that Drs. Cochran-and Orme had re- 
ceived certificates, and he straightway 
asked them to commence on the exam- 
ination of the alleged insane imprisoned 
in the County Jail. 

Drs. Cochran and Orme went to the 
jail and examined five of the alleged 
insanity patients. They will report the 


result of their examination to the Su- 


perior Court this morning. 

J. M. Brownett was the first man ex- 
amined. He occupies what is known as 
the “bug-house,”’ or padded cell, where 
he has been confined for several days. 
Brownett has frequent attacks of vio- 
I¢ent mania, and at such times his cries 
can be heard throughout the entire jail 
building. He imagines himself a stump 
speaker of no mean ability, and spends 
considerable time in orating. 

J. W. Derwin was next examined. 
Derwin was arrested for vagrancy, but 
there is little doubt as to his insanity. 
He becomes violent whenever a 
stranger comes near him, tmagining 
that some one is persistently following 
him to take his life. After Derwin an 
old man named L. B. Hoffman was ex- 
amined. Hoffman has been in the asy- 
lum at Highland before. When arrested 
he was found sitting on “railroad 
track with a’very queer bundle in his 
arms. Around an old shoe and a quart 
beer-bottle he had wrapped odd bits of 
paper and rags of various colors. This, 
together with a few long straws, he 
claims to be his stock of millinery ma- 
terial, from which he manufactures 
hats. 

The physicians then examined Frank 
E. Young, who says he is not crazy, 
but feeble-minded. Young cannot re- 
member where he lives. but frequently 
refers to the fact that his wife has left 
him and will not come back. 

The last man examined was J. W. 
Jackson, a negro. His halhicination is 
that he is extremely wealthy. He says 
he has a wine cellar containing wine 
sixty vears old in his cell, and was 
very much hurt when the physicians 
would not accompany him and partake 
of his proffered hospitality. Jackson 
was arrested for petty larceny and was 
serving his sentence when adiudged in- 
sane and committed to the County 
Jail. 


THE CRIMINAL DOCKET. 


Doings Before Judge Smith in De- 

partment One Yesterday. 

The first prisoner to appear before 
Judge B. N. Smith in Department One 
yesterday morning was Colnel L. Tup- 
per. Tupper was brought into court to 
plead to a charge of felony. It is al- 


leged that he carried a_ revolver into- 


the County Jail for the purpose of giv- 
ing it to “Kid’’ Thompson, who has 
since been convicted of train-wrecking 
and sentenced to the State Prison at 
Folsom for life. Tupper pleaded not 
guilty to the charge, and his case was 
set for trial on June 8. 

Julia Knox, charged with perjury, 
was the next defendant to appear. She 
was also brought into court to plead, 
but a demurrer to the information 
against her was filed, argued and sub- 
mitted to the court by her attorney, 
and the demurrer was taken under ad- 
visement and the case continued. 

The next case called was that of the 
people of the State of California against 
Juan Silvas. Silvas, who is a Mexican, 
is charged with having raped thirteen- 
year-old Jennie Sumones at Monrovia 
over a year ago. He was also brought 
into court to plead, and his attorney 
also had motions to make. Silvas’s 
counsel moved to set aside the informa- 
tion on technical grounds, and then 
moved to strike out certain words in 
the information provided it was allowed. 
The ground of this motion was this: 
When the original complaint on which 
Silvas was held was made, Asst. Dist. 
Atty. Williams, who issued it, omitted 
to state the age of the little girl on 
whom the assault was performed. As 
her age came out in the testimony in 
the preliminary examination, Deputy 
District Attorney James embodied it in 
the information. The defense objected 
to its being placed in the information 
when omitted from the complaint. Both 
motions were taken under advisement. 

Frank Clark, accused of having bur- 
glarized the offices of R. L. Horton, 
was to have been tried yesterday, but 
his case was passed and will come up 
today. It is understood that Clark will 
be allowed to plead guilty to petty lar- 
ceny, and in that event the charge of 
burglary will be dismissed. 

Jack Marshall, the ex-convict who 
was sentenced to ten years’ imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at San Quen- 


tin Saturday on pleading guilty to a.

Was arraigned before Justice of the 
Peace Patterson. between whom and 
the attorney hard feeling has existed 
for some time past. Not long ago Sav- 
age had Patterson arrested for bribery, 
but failed to make a case against him. 
Savage filed a demurrer to the com- 
plaint madé against him, which was 
immediately overruled. Savage then 
procured’ several affidavits and pre- 
sented them on a motion for change of 
venue, alleging that Patterson was in- 


terested and prejudiced. The motion 
was denied, however, and the trial 
came up on March 231. Savage filed 


more affidavits to prove that Patterson 
had said to him: “I'll get even with 
you yet; I'll make you leave San Pedro 
sooner or later,”’ and other remarks of 
a similar character, but Patterson paid 
no attention to the affidavits, and went 
on with the trial. The result was that 
Savage was fined $50, and in default of 
the payment of the fine Patterson or- 
dered that he be compelled to work 
one day for each $1 of his fine in the 
public streets of San Pedro. Savages 
bail was set at $250, which he furnished. 
He then appealed the case with the 
above result. 

The last case disposed of by Judge 
Smith was that of the People against 
T. H. Pope. Pope was arrested for 
having stolen a box of siocks from 
the hardware store of Harper & Rey- 
nolds. He was tried before a jury in 
Justice Owens’s court and found guilty 
of petty larceny, the value of the gcods 
being placed at $10. Justice Owens 
sentenced him to serve 180 days in the 
City Jail. Pope appealed the case on 
the ground that the evidence intro- 
duced was not sufficient on which to 
convict him. and was grantel a new 
trial by the Superjor Court. Yesterday 
the cause was dismissed on imotion of 
the District Attorney, on account of 
the lack of evidence. Harper & Rey- 
nolds could not positively identify the 
stolen property, and therefore the case 
fell through. Pope will be sent to 
San Franciseo, where he escaped from 
the County Jail. He still has eleven 
months to serve on the charge for 
which he was imprisormed at the time 
he escaped. 


TWO DAMAGE SUITS. 


A Verdict of Nine Handred Dollars 
in One, No Damages tn the Other. 
In the case of D.. Snitjer and Mrs. 

Fannie B. Snitjer against the Chicago, 

Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 

pany, which was tried before Judge 

Walter Van Dyke in Department Four, 

the jury found for the defendant. The 

action’ was brought to recover $30,000 
for an alleged injury to Mrs. Snitjer’s 
spine in a railway collision which oc- 
curred at Limon, Colo., in September, 

1893, while she was a passenger on the 

defendant company’s road en route 

frem Colorado Sprnigs to Chicago. 

The defense. introduced considerable 
testimony to show that Mrs. Snitjer 
had spinal trouble and was an invalid 
long before the fall of 1893. The argu- 
ments to the jury were made by R. 
A. Ling, Esq., and Charlies Monroe, 
Esq., for the defense, and W. J. Hun- 
saker, Esq., and J: W. Hart, Esq., for 
the plaintiffs. The jury was out but 
a short time before agreeing. On the 
first ballot two of the jurors voted for 
the plaintiff and ten for the defendant. 
Another ballot was at once taken, and 
but one juror voted for the plaintiff. 
When a poll of the jury was asked 
for, even that juror answered in the 
railroad company’s favor, making a 
unanimous vote. 

In the case of David Cunningham 
against the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany, the jury awarded the plaintiff 
$900 damages. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Lucien Shaw in Department 
Five. The suit was: brought to recover 
$10,000 damages for the loss of three 
toes and a part of the foot of a little 
colored boy, who was but eighteen 
months of age when he was run over 
by an electric car, sustaining the in- 
juries referred to. The case was tried 
once before in the Los Angeles County 
Superior Court, and a verdict of $3000 
damages for the plaintiff rendered. 
The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and the judgment of the lower 
court reversed on the ground that the 
court had erred in instructing the jury. 
The jury in the trial of the case fin- 
ished yesterday, was out over three 
hours before agreeing on a_ verdict. 
Several of the jurors held out for some 
time in favor of the defendant com- 
pany..

THE PROPOSED DUTY ON TEA. 

Under the stimulus of the proposed 
duty of ten cents per pound on tea, 
the market for that commodity has 
been greatly stimulated and prices in 
New York have advanced three to five 
cents per pound the tendency being 
still upward. There is a prospect that 
the advance may reach the full amount 
of the proposed duty, even before the 
Tariff Bill passes. In the mean time im- 
porters are making every effort to 
bring in all the tea they can get in 
before the new law goes into effect, 
in order to avoid the payment of the 
-extra duty. It is estimated that, should 
the bill be delayed by long debate in 
the Senate, enough tea will come in 
to meet the demands of home con- 
sumption until the year 1900, when 
under the provisions of the bill as it 
now stands tea is to be restored to the 
free list. 

The alleged object in placing a duty 
on tea is to increase the national reve- 
-nue by $10,000,000. But should the 
above programme be carried out by 
the importers this object would ob- 
viously be defeatéd. The government 
would derive no revenue, while con- 
sumers would be obliged to pay an in- 
creased price for their tea. This addi- 
tional price would go chiefly into the 
pockets of importers and the foreign 
tea-producers. The increased demand 
has already caused a considerable ad- 
vance in Yokohama and other oriental 
markets, hence the Chinese and Jap- 
anese will reap their full share of 
benefit. 

But it is doubtful if the new Tariff 
Bill, when finally passed, will contain 
the clause placing a duty on tea. The 
imposition of such a duty is clearly 
against one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the protective system. This 
principle is that articles not produced 
in this country, or which cannot be 
produced here, shall be admitted free 
of duty. Tea comes under this classi- 
fication, and should therefore bear no 
duty, unless under the stress of an ex- 
treme emergency. No such emergency 
exists. The revenue needed by the gov- 
ernment can be obtained from other 
articles upon which protection is 
needed. A duty of 10 cents per pound, 
or of any other amount, upon tea 
would afford no protection to American 
labor or enterprise. The duty would 
simply be added to the price of all 
tea imported under the law, as is in- 
variably the case with purely: revenue 
duties. Where there is no domestic 
competition. the cost of a foreign ar- 
ticle is enhanced in our markets by 
the amount of the duty, which there- 
fore constitutes a tax. 

It will be too bad if the haggling 
of the Senate over the pending bill 
should result in adding to the burdens 
of the consumer by the amount of the 
proposed duty, without the govern- 


ment’s receiving any revenue there- 
from.

SUGAR-BEET GROWING. 

During the past few weeks the De- 
partment of Agriculture has supplied 
sugar-beet seed to about twenty thou- 
sand farmers in various parts of the 
United States, chiefly for ex- 
perimental planting, to . datermine 
what sections are bst adapted to 
the cultivation of beets for sugar- 
making. When the results of this ex- 
tensive experimentation are known, 
the department will be in possession 
of valuable data as to the saccharine 
value of the products of different sec- 


_tions and it will be clearly apparent 


what sections of the country are best 
adapted to the production of sugar- 
beets. The erection of beet-sugar fac- 
tories will follow, as a matter of 
course, in those sections where the 
beets are found to be richest in sac- 
charine matter. 

There is no good reason why the 
people of the United States should not 
produce all the sugar required for do- 
mestic consumption, thus keeping at 
home the $100,000,000, or more, which 
is annually sent abroad for the pur- 
chase of that necessary commodity 
from foreigners We have as good 
soil and climate for beet-sugar raising 
as can be found anywhere in the 
world, and we can enlarge our manu- 
facturing facilities to any extent de- 
manded by the needs of the market. 
With proper encouragement from Con- 
gress, in the way of tariff legislation, 
this result can be accomplished within 
a few years. Millions of capital will 
be ready to embark in the enterprise 
so soon as the safety and practicability 
of the investment can be assured. Let 
the good work go on. 


A man who is said to be one of the 
coming ones in railroad circles is Wil- 
liam Mahl, who is C. P. Huntington's 
right-hand man in the New York office 
of the Southern Pacific. At the recent 
banquet given by “Uncle Collars” to 
the officials of the system, this man 
was seated six chairs nearer to the 
president of the road than Mr. Fill- 
more, who has been superintendent of 
the road since Mr. Towne’s death, and 
who was division superintendent for 
twenty-five years previous. It is said 
that only nine years ago, Mahl was 
selling peanuts and candy on the Stark- 
street ferry-boat at Portland, Or. This 
looks like inconsistency and impar- 
tiality on the part of “Uncle Collis.” 
Gen. Eli Dennison has been in charge 
of the “gooleer” department of the 
Southern Pacific for lo! these many 
‘years and he was not even invited io 
the swell feed of the octopus. 


Henry E. Dosch, Fruit Commissioner 
of Oregon, was for some years in the 
boot and shoe business in the city of 
Portland and got tired of the drudgery 
of a mercantile life. He went out into 
Washington county and set out a prune 


orchard. Being a native of Austria, 
he was as familiar with prune orchard 
work as a Yankee boy would be with 
apples or pears. Mr. Dosch, in a re- 
cent article to the Oregonian, dwells 
with great stress upon the matter of 
late irrigation, and thinks that none 
should be done after September 10. 
He cites the fact that over a million 
prune trees were killed In the three 
counties of Washington, Yawhill and 
Polk, by the frosts of October striking 
wet ground about the roots of the trees 
before the sap had wholly ‘returned 
into the soil. His teachings may have 
some application to orchards in our 
foothills. 


Gen. Miles, major-general command- 
ing the United States army, and rank- 
ing next to the President of the United 
States, who is commander-in chief, is 
now nearer to Europe than America 
This is the first time in the hisiory of 
the republic that the senior general of 
the army ‘has been allowed to leave the 
United States while drawing pay as 
its ranking officer. The New York Sun 
calls attention to the fact that it is 
without precedent for the chief miii- 
tary officer of a neutral nation to be at 
the front with one or the other of the 
belligerents. Gen. McClellan was sent 
over to the Crimean war in 1854 by 
Jeff Davis, the Secretary of War, but 
“Little Mac” was only a captain then; 
and when Maj.-Gen. Sheridan went 
over to see the operations of the 
Franco-German war, Grant and Shrr- 
man were both alive and both ranked 
Sheridan. 


Elbridge Gerry Spaulding, who died 
at Buffalo, N. Y., last Thursday, at the 
ripe age of 88 years, was the father of 
the Legal-tender Act, during his first 
term in Congress, and was known ‘to 
the citizens of Buffalo as “Old Mr. 
Greenbacks.” He drafted a bill so iron- 
clad and in every way fit to “hold 
water” that, while some of the ablest 
lawyers in this State were debating 
its constitutionality, an avowed seces- 
sionist—Judge Bondurant of Mariposa— 
did not hesitate to affirm its legality 
as a distinct prerogative of the Fed- 
eral government when menaced either 
by a foreign war or a domestic insur- 
rection. Mr. Spaulding was also the 


author of the National Bank Currency 
Bill. ~

So few, 
even of our enthusiastic Californians, 
realize the matchless wealth of our 
mountain possessions. Standing, in Tu- 
lare county, on the highest peak in the 
United States one can look across the 
desert, 8000 feet below, to Death Val- 
ley, many feet below the océan’s level; 
from many of the higher peaks the an- 
cient paths of immense glaciers can 
be traced for miles, while in reaching 
that same point one traversed fields of 
lava by the side of volcanic cones. One 
can wander for days by frolicking 
streams, through unbroken forest 
where both the delicate wild flower and 
the Sequoia Gigantea grow in profuston. 
Between .these extremes, every grada- 
tion occurs, some of which these pho- 
tographs feebly attempt to depict. The 
exhibition will continue for several days 
longer, and if your interest in this sub- 
ject is such as to prompt you to call 
attention to this exhibit through The 
Times, it would doubtless be seen by 
many of your readers who would be 
glad to avail themselves of the chance 
so generously provided by the Sierra 
Club.

TRIBUTE ON LEGACIES. 


ILLINOIS’S INHERITANCE TAX LAW 
Is VALID. 


The Supreme Court of the State Has 
Decided a Test Case to That Ef- 
fect — Estates Under Twenty 
Thousand Dollars Exempted. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, May 11.—{Special Dis- 
patch.] The inheritance tax law has 
been declared valid by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois. 

The objection was made that the law 
was unconstitutional, and when it was 
endeavored to enforce it in the collec- 
tion of taxes, attorneys appealed to the 
Supreme Court. The test case here de- 
cided, that of Kochersperger against 
Drake, was an effort to collect 1 per 
cent. inheritance tax on the estate of 
the lata John B. Drake, 

Judge Carter, after an extended hear- 
ing, decided that the law was not sup- 
ported by the Constitution of Illinois, 
and from this decision the county took 
an appeal. The Judge stated in his de- 
cision that he believed strongly in the 
principle of the inheritance tax. The 
chief objection to one before him was 
a technical defect. — 

The inheritance tax law places in one 
class parents, husband, wife, child, 
brother or sister, or the husband or a 
daughter, or children adopted, and 
upon each of these levies a tax of $1 
on $100 of any gift or bequest passing 
to him or her, providing an estate 
valued at less than $20,000 is to be ex- 
empt from the tax.

CALLED TO WASHINGTON 


INTERESTING SPECULATION WITH 
REGARD TO BRIG.-GEN, BROOKE. 


Is He to be Appointed Commanding 
General ad Interim or Will He 
Succeed to the Vacant Major- 
Generalship—What They Say. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, May 11.—Brig.-Gen. John 
R. Brooke, commanding the Depart- 
men of the Missouri, is absent from 
his post. Heis in Washington by order 

the Secretary of War, and, it is said, 
to assume the command of the army. 
No such distinction has ever been be- 
stowed upon an officer of his rank since 
the days after the revolutionary war, 
when for a year a lieutenant was in 
command of the remnants of the con- 
tinental army. ; 

Gen. Miles, the senior major-general, 
is off for Europe to get a sight of war 
abroad, and Gen. Merritt has been 
granted a leave of absence to cross the 
seas. This leaves the army without a 
major-general, as Maj.-Gen. Wheaton 
was retired last Saturday under the 
longevity rule. Gen, Brooke, not being 
ranked as a major-general, is ordered 
to Washington as a brigadier-general, 
persumably to take command of the 
army. 

Gen. Brooke is the senior brigadier- 
general of the army, and his selection 
for the command of the army in the 
absence of Gens. Miles and Merritt 
abroad would indicate that he will be 
the next major-general, the successor 
of Maj.-Gen. Frank Wheaton. In army 
circles in this city there has been no 
doubt of Gen. Brooke’s promotion. It 
has been believed that he would follow 
in the precedent established @ year 
ago, when for a month Gen. A. McD. 
McCook was given the preferment over 
Gen. T. H. Ruger, to be succeeded by 
the latter. 

The promotion of Wheaton over 
Brooke about thirty days had all the 
features about it that characterized 
the advancement of .McCook for a 
month over Ruger, entitled by rank to 
the promotion, It is said in army cir- 
cles that Gen. Brooke’s claim to the 
promotion at this time is to be dis- 
puted by two of his juniors in years of 
service—Brig.-Gen. J. W. Forsyth, 
“Tony,” formerly of Gen, Phil Shert- 
dan’s staff, and Brig.-Gen. Bliss, only 
recently appointed from a colonelcy. 

They submit that if Gen. McCook 
over-sloughed Ruger a year ago be- 
cause he would retire in a month, and 
Wheaten the same this year, one of 
the others should be preferred over 
Brooke at this time, as he retires in 
1902, while Bliss goes out in 1898 and 
Forsyth in 1899. Gen. Miles, who 
ranks them all, will not be retired 
until 1906. 


MAY BE SOMETHING ELSE. 

WASHINGTON, May 11,—Gen. 
Brooke, commander of the Department 
of the Missouri, is in Washington. He 
is stopping at the home of Senator 
Quay. When seen in regard to the re- 
port that Gen. Brooke is to assume 
command of the army, during the ab- 
sence of Maj.-Gen. Miles in Europe, 
Gen. Ruggles, the Adjutant-General of 
the army, eaid that no such order had 
been issued by the War Department, 
When asked, however, if such an order 
was in contemplation, he said it was 
a matter which he preferred not to dis- 
cues for publication. 

The army at present is without a 
commander, Gen. Miles is on the ocean, 
and does not expect to. return to this 
country for several months. Secre- 
tary Alger is nominally in comand, 
though orders are being issued by the 
Adjutant-General. When Gen. Miles 
received pérmission to go abroad, it was 
believed that the army would get along 
during his absence without a comman- 
der, though the Secretary of War ex- 
pected to transfer Gen. Merritt to 
Washington in case the services of a 
commanding officer was needed. About 
the time. Gen. Miles decided to go 
abroad, Gen. Meritt, the commander 
of the Department of the East, asked 
for leave of absence and permission 
to go beyond the sea. This was 
granted. 

It is believed by army officers that 
Gen. Brooke has come here on matters 
of much more importance to himself 
than the temporary command of the 
army. Gen. Wheaton retired Satur- 
day and the President has now under 
consideration the appointment of a 
major-general. Brooke is justly entitled 
to the honor. He was the senior of- 
ficer a month ago when Gen. Ruger re- 
tired, and was then entitled to pro- 
motion. Brig.-Gen. Wheaton was to re- 
tire so soon, however,, that it was de- 
cided to promote him, so that the might 
retire with the highest rank. . 

It was seg understood then that 
Gen. Brooke should have his promo- 
tion when Gen, Wheaton retired. Gen. 
Forsyth, however, who commands the 
Department of California, and Gen. 
Bliss, who commands the Depart- 
ment of Texas, have now both 
applied for the vacant major-general- 
ship on the ground that they will re- 
tire before Gen. Brooke, and that they 
should be permitted to enjoy the honor 
of higher rank for the same reason that 
it was a month ago given to Gen. 
Wheaton. 

While Gen, Brooke’s friends say that 
it Was well enough to adopt this plan 
in the case of Gen. Wheaton, who had 
only a month to serve, it would not be 


fair to apply it to Gen. Forsyth or Gen, 
Bliss. 


REVOLUTION IN RAILROADING, 


Remarkable Developments in the 
Third-rail Electric System. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW HAVEN (Conn., May 11.—An 
experiment was made yesterday be- 
tween Hartford and New Britain, on 
the New England road, that, according 
to the testimony of the experts who 
witnessed it, will revolutionize the mo- 
tive power in railroading. It was an 
official test of the third-rail electric 
system, and was the first application 
of this method of using electricity in- 
ene of steam for a long and heavy 

ul. 

A run of ten miles was made in 
13% minutes, and with less jar than 
it experienced in any ordinary ratlroad 
passenger car. Briefly, this test means 
the attainment of a speed of sixty to 
seventy-five miles an hour hy using 
electricity as the motive-power. Finan- 
cially, it means getting- one horse- 
power out of two tons of coal. Ina 
Steam engine it takes from seven to 


eight tons of coal to get one horse- 
power.

All Grades Advanced in Price in 
New York City.

KELLY’S SUICIDE. 


UNABLE TO RECONCILE MEMBERS 
OF HIS OWN FAMILY. 


Verdict Returned by a Coroner’s 
Jury im Accordance with the 
Facts as Originally Published. 
A World of Worry on the Mind 
of the ex-Recorder, 


The suicide of J. A. Kelly and the 
circumstances, real and imaginary, 
leading up to it were the subjects of 
general comment in political and about- 
town circles yesterday. 

Facts gleaned from reliable sources 
tend to confirm the original report as 
to the causes of Kelly’s despondency 
and death. 

Leaving out of consideration. all the 
political and business troubles which 
beset the ex-Recorder, there was 

enough annoyance and vexation in the 
domestic difficulties entangling him to 
have driven many a stronger man to 
desperation. 

Kelly loved his old mother. True, he 
disapproved of her manner of gaining 
a livelihood and sought continually 
to induce her to give up her business. 
In this attempt he was supported by 
his wife and daughters, and resisted 
at every turn by the mother, who could 
not brook interference with her affairs 

many source. Kelly’s eldest daugh- 
ter, a girl of 19, anxious to enter so- 
ciety, found herself seriously handi- 
capped by her grandmother's conduct, 
and became, at last, as uncompromis- 
ing a critic of the elder wornan as 
Kelly’s wife had always been. The 
two younger girls, it seems, had taken 
no part in the family quarrels. 

Every means known to him were 
adopted to affect a family reconcilia- 
tion. This was impossible, and in Feb- 
ruary, Kelly having refused to desert 
his mother, a divorce was secured and 
he was ordered to pay his wife $75 a 
month alimony. 

He married again almost immedi- 
ately, but the first love was strong, and 
he was frequently with his divorced 
wife. On Monday he spent some time 
with her and handed over to his 
younger daughters the receipts for psy- 
ment of dues in his life-insurance pol- 
icy for $5000, made out in their favor. 
He told his wife and children that he 
intended to leave the country and 
would see that they were comfortably 
provided for in the future. A few 
hours after this meeting, he called 
upon his second wife, apologized for his 
long absence, excused himself for a 
few minutes, and blew his brains out. 

At the Coroner’s inquest yesterday 
the facts as already published were 
given to the jury, and a verdict was 
returned to the effect that death had 
resulted from a gunshot wound in- 
flicted with suicidal intent. 

It is as yet undetermnied whether 
the body will be shipped East for bu- 
rial or interred here.

when the work of the day was over, 
the delegates and the other visitors 
who have followed them across the con- 
tinent gathered at Hazard’s Pavilion 
to be welcomed by the people of Los 
Angeles, and to hearken to warm words 
of greeting from the spokesmen of the 
people of the city. 

At 7 p.m., Arend’s band, which was 
stationed on the steps of the Pavilion, 
gave a fine open air concert to the 
thousands who gathered around the

“This organization has, in my opin- 
ion, done more than all else to better 
the condition of railway conductors, 
socially, financially and otherwise. The 
life of a railroad man is one full of 
danger. He doesn’t know when he will 
make his last run, and it is this fact 
that makes membership in the Order 
of Railway Conductors valuable to 
him, for in the event of his*death the 
wife and little ones will be looked after. 
I am told that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are paid out by the crder 
in benefits for the sick and disabled, 
and in helping the families cf deceased 
members of the organization. 

“I trust that the twenty-sixth ses- 
sion of the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors will be fruitful of much good to 
all; and that your stay among us will 
be one so pleasant as never to be for- 
gotten. Californians pride themselves 
on their hospitality, and we want you 
to say when you return to your far- 
distant homes that the stories of our 
hospitality have not been exaggerated. 

“Again, I welc@me you to our city. 
The hand of good fellowship is ex- 
tended to each of you by our citizens. 
Our flowers our sunshine are 
yours.”

appearance in response to the Mayor's 


address was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. He bowed in answer to it, 
and after a few words of greeting be- 
gan his speech as follows: 

“Every one within the sound of my 
voice knows how pleasure is doubled 
and redoubled by a hearty weicome. 


There is no place where the members of 
this order have been made to’feel more 
at home inashort space of time than 
in Los Angeles. When they put a party 
of people to bed between Yuma and 
Indio and wake them at Redlands, the 
beauties suddenly revealed make the 
tales of Aladdin's lamp and the magi- 
cian’s palace seem mere weak imagin- 
n 


ings. 

“We have come to hold the twenty- 
sixth session of the Grand Division of 
the Order of Railway Conductors in the 
City of. the Angels. It was not from 
any fear there would ~-be a lack of 
angels here, but chiefly because they 
wouldn’t let.us leave them at home 
that we brought a lot of angels along 
with us. Take a second look at them 
and you will see that ‘they are not 
here for their health. 

“I have been asked on more than one 
occasion why railroad men so often 
neglect the churches. It has been at- 
tributed to heedlessness or carelessness, 
or to the fact that conductors thought 
it was too much trouble to get ready to 
zo to church. But I don’t think the 
real reason has been hit upon. I think 
it is because in comparison with the 
bulk of their daily life on the rail the 
time they spend at home is a life so 
much better that they fail to appre- 
ciate any necessity for any better life. 

“There is no fear that the members 
privileged to come here will ever forget 
their visit to Los Angeles. It is appro-. 
priate that so’enterprising an organ- 
ization should meet ina city which has 
shown more increase.and improvement 
in the past five or six years than any 
other city on the continent. 

“To the members I would say: We 
have pursued a steady and straight- 
forward course. The satisfactory con- 
dition of the organization shows our 
policy has not been a mistaken one. 

“There are representatives of a num- 
ber of organizations of railway men 
similar to ours in the city. We are al- 
wevs glad to welcome them. There are 
others who would gladly be here if 
they were not having a similar gather- 
ing of their own at this very time in 
another part of the country. I have 
received their’ messages of fraternal 
greetings, and I have sent similar mes- 
sages in reply on behalf of my associ- 
ates of the order.

MR. GIBBONS’S SPEECH.

The greatest fac- 
tor in all the onward march of civil- 
ization is the railway service, and full 
recognition of this fact wasg iven by 
the speaker in a closing tribute to all 
the branches of the. order. 

Mrs.. J. J. Norton, president of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Golden State 
Division, No. 104, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive . Engineers, was then intro- 
duced and, with a few graceful words 
of welcome, presented Chief Conductor 
Clark with the emblem of the order, 
a star and crescent, beautifully fash- 
ioned in. pink carnations.

bled in Music Hall in secret session to 
begin the work of their biennial conven- 
tion, . 
Beside the delegates present there 
were a number of visiting member? of 
the order, who occupied seats in the 
galleries, and watched the deliberations 
of their representatives, assisting in the 
proceedings by adding to the plentiful 
clouds of tobacco smoke which hung 
heavy over the field of battle. 
- The opening session of the conven- 
tioh was called to order by .Grand 
Chief Conductor E. E. Clark. ‘No time 
was lost in promiscuous speech-mak- 
ing.- The convention went promptly to 
work. 
. The: first business to be transacted 
was the appointment of committees on 
credentials, etc. The reports of. the 
grand officers were presented in printed 
form, and were referred to the proper 
committees without being read. This 
is the upsual custom, as the reports 
are long, and the delegates are all 
supplied with printed copies, with 
whose contents they can familiarize 
themselves more comfortably 
than’ by listening to the reading ofthe 
bulky documents. 
At 3 o’clock the convention adjourned, 
and the next meeting will, be held at 1 
o'clock this afternoon. Hereafter meet- 
ings will be held every afternoon from 
1 p.m. to 7 p.m.,’ until the work of the 
convention is concluded. 
A. large proportion. of the delegates 
were present yesterday, but’ many of 
them did not reach the city until the 
session had adjourned, owing to the de- 
lay in the arrival of the Chicago spe- 
cials. ‘ 
The report. presented by Grand Sec- 
retary and reasurer Martin Clancy 
showed that the order was in the most 
flourishing condition. He announced 
that in 1895, $337,000 was paid out of 
the insurance fund, on 161 policies and 
in 1896, $339, on 159 policies. The 
majority of these funds were paid to 
the widows and orphans of dead con- 
ductors, but several thousand dollars 
went for accident insurance. 
‘William .Durbin, president of the 
surance committee, recommended cer- 
tain minor changes in the laws of the 
order .concerning the insurance depart- 
ment, in order to meet the growing 
needs .of the organization. The order 
now has 21,000 members. 

LADIES’ AUXILIARY.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 
Worms. 


Damaged by 
Legal Grist. 

SAN BERNARDINO, May 11.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] From present 
prospects there will be a decided fall- 
ing-off in the output of olives in this 
county this season. Horticultural Com- 
missioner Pease made a visit’ to the 
olive orchard of Alfred Wright on the 
western edge of the county and found 
the coming crop entirely killed in his 
100-acre orchard and that other 
orchards around him were in the same 
predicament, all the damage being done 
by worms. This pest is about an inch 
in length and very slim, but very vor- 
racious and a rapid traveller. They 
are so quick in their motions that Mr. 
Pease, although there were millions 
in sight, could scarcely secure a few 
specimens. He shook a tree and the 
ground was a mass of writhing, wrig- 
gling, worms. When the worms first 
appeared Mr. Wright commenced to 
spray, but the intruder attacked the 
fruit buds first and completely de- 
stroyed the entire crop before it could 
be dislodged. An effective attack upon 
the worms is to shake the tree free of 
them, then place around the body of 
the tree, a circle of wet bran covered 
with paris green. 

A BOOM-TIME RELIC. 

The case of C. H. Rhodes vs. E. A. 
Phillips, which came up before Judge 
Oster and a jury Monday, created some 
little interest from the fact that it was 
a relic of the boom times, The plain- 
tiff sued to recover $534.37; the defen- 
dant put in a rebate on the account 
of $6000, which he claimed from the 
fact that he purchased sixty acres of 
orchard of the Kansas City Real Estate 
and Investment Company vith an al- 
lowance of one inch of water per acre, 
but as the company could not deliver 
the water, the trees all died, and the 
land is practically valuless. The plain- 
tiff in the present case Was a stock- 
holder in that company and an effort 
was made to hold him personally liable 
for all the short-comings of the corpo- 
ration. On reassembling this (Tuesday) 
morning, the court instructed the jury 
to bring in a verdict for plaintiff, which 
was done. “fe

RANDSBURG. 


RICH ORE TAKEN OUT OF 
ALAMEDA MINE. 
Large Grains of Gold Found ta a 
Quarts Formation — Richest 
Strike Yet Made in the District 
Wany Men Now at Work... 


THE 


RANDSBURG, May &%.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The richest strike yet 
made in.this district is now absorbing 
everybody's attention, and a continuous 
line of people, men and women, have 
been passing to and from the mine 
since yesterday (Friday morning.) The 
strike is in the Alameda mine just be- 
yond Johannesburg, and east of the 
Val Verde and is marvelously rich in 
coarse gold, many single hornings 
yielding from 50 cents to $1. Some one 
is continually manipulating the horn- 
spoon, while many spectators crowd 
around and watch the result. The gold 
is very coarse, single specimens being 
equal in size to small gra'ns of wheat. 
This is remarkable for quartz gold, as 
it is usually very fine, sometimes re- 
quiring many hundreds of small colors 
to make the same bulk. The ledge mat- 
ter is a dark-looking mass of decom- 
posed quartZ, granite, schist and slate, 
resembling anything rather than rich 
gold-bearing mineral, but when 
pounded up and washed out showing 
the richest prospect, old miners say, 
of anything ever found in this fabu- 
lously rich district 

The find is on the Alamela, one of 
the two mines recently bonded from 
the Ashford boys, and Bull, by William 
McEwen and others, for 23500. At the 
time the bond was civen there was a 
shaft on the claim twenty feet in 
depth, showing a well-defined ledge 
some three feet in thickness, prospect- 
ing $25 per ton or more. This was all 
that was visible, except that it was 
in a good locality and could be traced 
for some distance on the surface. Mc- 
Ewen sold a one-fourth interest in the 
bond to W. B. McConnel and another 
fourth to H. F. Parker, an eighth to 

. W. MePherson and an _ eighth to 
William Sim, retaining one-fourth 
himself in this and the Jolly Girl 
mine, the two covered by the bond 

In digging for an outhouse shortly 
afterward, the ledge was struck in a 
new place a short distance east of the 
shaft mentioned, and this proved to 
be much richer ore. A new shaft was 
sunk on this spot, which is now down 
twenty odd feet, showing a ledge at 
least three feet wide, prospecting $50 
or more to the ton. Ten tons from this 
shaft were recently sent to Koehn's 
Springs mill, but no return bas yet 
been made of it, 

These men are all workers, and, hav- 
ing no surplus capital, have heen. doing 
their own devlopment work, and in or- 
der to get their mines developed have 
offered to give 80 per cent. of the pro- 
ceeds of all ore taken out to any par- 
ties who would sink a shaft 4x6 feet 100 
feet in depth. Young Arthur Finch ac- 
cepted this proposal and began pros- 
pecting nearly on the top of the low 
hill west of the former workings and 
distant from the first’ shaft 200 feet 
or more, and it was there he was for- 
tunate enough to make the rich find. 
In one day’s time he took out fcfty- 
three sacks of this rich ore and gent it 
off this morning to the sampling works 
close by. 

It was estimated that the visitors 
carried away $50 worth of gold in the 
specimens which each one begged for 
Friday, never seeming to realize that 
they were asking for dollars and holf- 
dollars in the value of the specimens 
they craved. 

The coarseness of the gold is the most 
surprising thing to old miners. The hole 
is only down three or four feet, but 
young Finch could make a nice thing 
and save himself much hard labor in 
sinking the .100-foot shaft, by selling 
out and letting some one else do the 
work, yet he may make much more by 
holding onto his contract. 

A number of persons will go to work 
with dry washers on the surface tomor- 
row, each agreeing to pay McEwen and 
his partners 50 per cent. of all mondéy 
taken out over and above wages. 

A few days ago H. J. Woollacott, I. 
L. Lowman, Polaski Bros. and one or 
two other parties of Los Angeles wanted 
to rebond the above properties for $10,- 
000, but the agreement failed on ac- 
count of McEwen and partners insist- 
ing on the payment to them of the cash 
advanced by them at the time of mak- 
ing the bond. 

The Jolly Girl mine lies just alongside 
the Alameda, and looks good. Should 
further development by sinking a shaft 
or tunnel bring forth anything, she 
may indeed prove a very “Jolly Girl” 
to hold. 

While to a casual observer Randsburg 
is dull, yet, as before stated, more men 
are now at work in the district than 
ever before. New men are coming in 
all the time and the stages are doing a 
good business. Mr. Miller of the mail 
line reports business as good as at any 
time during the year, and on his line to 
Inyo county there are sometimes more 
people to go than he can accommodate 
with the ordinary coaches.

B. DUNCAN—HIS STATE. 


Judge Ross Decides a Question of 
Citizenship. 

Judge Ross yesterday handed down 
an opinion denying the motion to re- 
mand to the State court the suit for 
$50,000 brought by Blanton Duncan 
against the Associated Press. That 
powerful newspaper organization once 
published an item which wounded 
Blanton's sensitive pride, and the 
doughty litigant had recourse to his 
usual remedy. A suit was begun in 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county, but was afterward remanded 
to the United States Circuit Court on 
the ground that the Associated Press 
was a corporation existing, not under 
the laws of California, but of Illinois. 

Now B. Duncan wants it remanded 
to the State court, claiming that he is 
not a citizen of California, but of Ken- 
tucky, and that therefore the United 
States Court of the Ninth Judicial Dis- 
trict has no jurisdiction. Judge Ross 
unfortunately disagrees with him, as it 
happens that the little matter of his 
own citizenship, so long as he does not 
belong in Illinois, does not in the least 
affect the standing of the case nor the 
jurisdiction of this court. It is still a 
matter of diverse citizenship, whether 
Blanton hails from Kentucky or Cali- 
fornia.

NEW MINING LAW. 


Provisions Regarding the Location 
of a Vein or Lode. 


In-reply to an inquiry made by 
Cofinty Recorder Hodgman, Chief Dep- 
uty District Attorney, George M.. Hol- 
ton wrote him the following letter: 
“On the proposition submitted by you 
as to your duties under the new min- 
ing laws approved March 27, 1897, I 
have to say: The act, in the second in 
section, provides for the posting and 
recording of a preliminary notice, 
for the location of any vein or lode 
This first or “preliminary notice” is re- 
quired to be recorded in the office of 
the County Recorder of the county in 
which the same is posted, etc. Section 
3 of the act provides for the ‘filing’ 
in the office of the County Recorder of 
the county of a “certificate of location’ 
of the vein or lode. Iam of the opinion 
that this ‘certificate of location’’ must 
also be recorded by you. Section 4 
—of the act provides for the recording 
with the County Recorder of a notice 
or ‘certificate of location’ of places or 
other forms of deposit subject to loca- 
tin and appropriation under mining 
laWs applicable to placers, and also ‘for 
filing with the recorder of the county 
‘an affidavit’ showing the performance 
of the necessary amount of work upon 
the claim. 

“I am of the opinion that the ‘affida- 
vit’ should also be recorded by the 
County Recorder. There appears to be 
necessary for the location of each of 
the two systems of mining claims a first 
and a second notice, and I think upon 
a consideration of the entire act, that 
it was clearly the intention of the Leg- 
islature that both the first and sec- 
ond notice for affidavit in lieu of the 
second notice, are required to be re- 
corded by the County Recorder.”

PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION 
OF ED M’CAMISH. 


The Man Recusead of Murdering Con- 
atable Pyle is Afraid of Being 
Lynched—Precautions Taken. 


WAS HE FOND OF PYLE’S WIFE? 


ARTICLES CLAIMED TO HAVE BEEN 
STOLEN PUT IN EVIDENCE. 


—- 


Testimony Introduced to Show That 
Pyle Was Killed While in Bed. 
McCamish not Anxious to 
Overtake the Tramps. 


The preliminary examination of Ed 
McCamish, charged with the murder of 
Constable H. McCoy Pyle of Fillmore, 
Ventura county, was continued at New- 
hall yesterday. C. H. Clayton, Justice 
of the Peace of Soledad, presided. 
Asst. Dist. Atty W. T. Williams ap- 
peared for the State, while Dayis and 
Rush conducted the defense. 

As on Monday, a large crowd had 
congregated about the depot when the 
prisoner, in charge of Sheriff Burr and 
Deputy Sheriff Guy Woodward, arrived 
on the morning train from Los Angeles. 
The attitude of the residents of that 
portion of the country has been so 
threaténing as to necessitate a constant 
watchfulness on the part of the officers. 
Many threats of summary punishment 
have been made to the prisoner, and he 
yesterday refused to allow the officers

were found outside the station, and the 
testimony in its entirety tended strongly 
to prove what the prosecution wishes 
to show, namely, that Pyle was shot 
while in bed. 

Wnily one witness testified in refuta- 
tion of this. C. D. McCall, a cook at 
the ranch of John Arnott, testified 
positively that he had noticed a string 
of small blood drops leading to a saddle 
blanket which lay about fifteen feet 
distant from the door. He was very 
positive and his testimony was con- 
gata of a surprise to the prosecu- 
tion. 

John Pyle, a hrother of the murdered 
man, testified that McCamish did not 
appear to be greatly interested in the 
search for the men whom he accused 
of killing the constable. Upon ap- 
proaching a clump of tulles, Pyle stated 
that he had repeatedly cautioned Mc- 
Camish to make less noise, but claimed

stantly, and freely admits that he fears 
for his life at the hands of the late 
Pyle’s friends. As the officers have also 
been notified by several people that 
much talk of lynching or shooting the 
defendant is hourly heard upon the 
streets of the little town, they have 
taken due precautions to prevent an at- 
tack upon the prisoner's life. 

McCamish is a good-looking young 
man, and conducts himself with the ut- 
most freedom and coolness when on the 
train and in this city. It is only when 
the audience in the court begin to press 
closely about djim, and when on tke 
streets of Newhall that he appears at 
all disconcerted.* At other times he 
laughingly refers to the testimony ad- 
duced and acts in every Way as an in- 
nocent man. His face shows great firm- 
ness, and is-of an intelligent cast. The 
only features which would at any time 
direct suspicion upon him are his deep- 
set and rather small eyes, which, while 
far from being repulsive, show cunning. 
A blacksmith shop has been impro- 
vised into a courthouse for the proceed- 
ings. The Justice of the Peace sat at 
the only table in the room, and the at- 
torneys were grouped immediately 
about him. Just back of his attorneys, 
McCamish sat, guarded by the officers. 
About fifty ordinary chairs had been 
placed about the room in front of the 


table, but these could not accommodate 
the crowd. Men were constantly mov- 
ing around the prisoner, and it would 
be a comparatively easy matter to kill 
him and escape from either of the two 
large doors. The court in its entirety 
possesses none of the austere aspect of 

city tribunal, and the testimony yes- 
tarday was frequently interrupted by 
the clashing of horse shoes as some one 
moved over them. If it were not for 
the fact that the prisoner is being ex- 
amined on so serious a charge as mur- 
der, the entire arrangement would be 
amusing. 

The testimony given yesterday, as 
on the day before, was chiefly relative 
to the story McCamish had told di- 
rectly after the killing of. Pyle. All the 
witnesses called told substantially the 
same story. This was that McCamish 
claimed that’on Thursday night, April 
22, burglars had entered his room in 
Fillmore. They had chloroformed him, 
and when he regained consciousness 
early the following morning, he was 
bleeding at the month and had a se- 
verely bruised forehead. He immedi- 
ately informed superior officer, 
Constable Pyle, of the occurrence, giv- 
ing a list of the articles stolen, which 
included a ring with the initials “E. 
M. C.,” a pair of trousers and coat to 
match, two suits of underwear and 
various other articles of wearing ap- 
parel. McCamish said he suspected two 
tramps whom he had seen loitering 
around the railway station, and war- 
rants were sworn out for the two men. 

On Friday Pyle and McCamish 
started out to look for the suspects, 
going as far as Saugus. As no infor- 
mation could be gained at Saugus re- 
garding the whereabouts of the sus- 
pects, the officers that night started 
on the return trip to Fillmore. At Cas- 
iaic, a station about twenty miles from 


Fillmore, they decided to camp for 
the night. Spreading a number of 
gunny-sacks on the floor of the little 
7x10 structure which serves as a sta- 
tion, they went to sleep. About 12 
o'clock both men arose and proceeded 
to a little areek near by, to quench 
their thirst. Upon returning they de- 
cided to wait up until morning, as it 
was suspected that the burglars would 
attempt to pass that place at some time 
during the night. McCamish stood at 
one side of the door, while Pyle took 
up his position directly opposite. It 
was agreed that if the suspected men 
should appear and throw up their 
hands when ordered to do so, McCam- 
ish should give his revolver, a 44-cal- 
iber American Bull-dog, to Pyle, whose 
duty it would then be to keep both 
men covered while McCamish hand- 
cuffed the prisoners. 

About 4 o’clock the officers heard foot- 
steps. Soon after the two suspected men 
appearedyg One carried a bundle under 
each arm. The officers waited until the 
men had passed them, and when about 
five feet distant, commanded them to 
throw up their hands. This was done. 
In accordance with the previous agree- 
ment, MeCamish handed: his gun to 
Pyle and started to handcuff the men. 
Just as he had succeeded in clasping 
the frons on the wrists of the shorter 
of the two men, the other suddenly 
drew a revolver and fired two shots. 
Pyle dropped to the ground, killed in- 
stantly. Both robbers started to run. 
McCamish picked up one of the re- 
volvers which Pyle had dropped and 
fired four shots after -the retreating 
forms. The man with the bundles 
dropped one of.them and called out to 
his comrade that he was shot. A reply 
shot was fired by the tall man, which 
whizzed warningly past McCamish’s 
ear. The taller man then picked up 
the bundle and both disappeared. 

McoCamish picked up the body of the 
dead Constable and carried it into the 
little station. He then started for as- 
sistance. About ten minutes after the 
shooting he appeared at the ranch of 
John Arnott, told them the = circum- 
stances as above narrated, and asked 
them to assist in capturing the men. 
Several parties immediately started 
out, and it was these parties who. did 
most of the testifying yesterday and 
the day before. With one exception 
they all agreed in their testimony that 
the body of Pyle was lying on the im- 
provised bed in the station, and that 


he did not appear to be at all concerned 
about the capture. 

D. 8S. Linéberger testified to the find- 
ing of the articles which McCamish had 
claimed were stolen. He identified a 
blanket, coat and pants, three knives, 
several handkerchiefs, a pair of cuff 
buttons and a ring as the articles 
which he had found in McCamish’s 
room. These answer the description of 
the articles which McCamish claimed 
were carried away by the burglars. 
Witness testified that the wearing ap- 
parel had been found nailed up in a 
small box. . The cuff buttons, he stated, 
were found back of several boxes on a 
shelf, while the ring was found hidden 
inside a funnel which was hanging 
upon the wall. 

The Arnott ranch butcher testified 
that he was walking about a quarter of 
a mile from the scene of the murder on 
the morning in question. Shortly after 
4 o'clock he had plainly heard. two 
shots fired, and was positive that if 
seven shots had been exchanged, as 
the prisoner claims, he would have 
heard them. He thought it was about 
ten minutes later that McCamish had 
appeared at the ranch and notified 
them that Pyle had been killed. 

J. J. Arnott told how he had imme- 
diately sent out men to look for the 
robbers, without result. He had then 
notified the Sheriffs of Ventura and 
Los Angeles counties of the tragedy. 
Mrs. Pyle, the widow of the dead 
constable, was the next witness called. 
She was dressed in mourning and wept’ 
while telling of her last conversation 
with her husband. She had, she said, 
warned him that he was seeking dan- 
gerous men and to be careful. At that 
time she did not suspect any untruth 
in the story of McCamish. She testi- 
fied that while McCamish had never 
made any advances toward her or sug-

gested, even by action, any improper 
relations, she had been for some time 
aware of the fact that he “thought 
more of me than he should.” 

After leaving the stand, she con- 
versed quite freely with a Times re- 
porter. “Mr. McCamish has often said 
that he thought a great deal of me, 
and showed me, indirectly and by small 


j actions, that he was fonder of me than 


he should have been. I don’t think 
that I was the cause of his murdering 
my husband, however, as he knew that 
Mr. Pyle and I have not had a single 
quarrel in our nine years of married 
life. Last February, when Mr. McCam- 
ish was taken sick, Iattended him. He 
was at that time boarding with us. 
Several times since then he has said 
that his own mother could not have 
taken better care of him than did I, 
and expressed his gratefulness, but no 
improper advances were ever made by 
him. I think his reason for killing my 
husband was because he wished to rob 
the Santa Paula Bank. Mr. McCamish 
tol several people that he must have 
some money, and intended robbing the 
Santa Pault Bank in order to get funds. 
He also stated that he was afraid of 
only one man, that is, my husband. He 
said that if Mac Pyle was out of the 
way he would rob the bank without 
fear of apprehension. The robbery, he 
said, would take place during fiesta 
week, as he could then purchase masks 
in Los Angeles without any suspicion 
being attached to the act.” 

“Do you feel positive that McCamish 
murdered your husband?” was asked. 

“Oh, Yes,” she replied with a posi- 
tive smile. 

Ed McCamish, the prisoner, was very 
cheerful on his return trip to Los An- 
geles last night. He laughed and 
jected constantly, acting at no time like 
a man guilty of murder. 

“T wish I was sure of getting a mil- 
lion dollars as I am of getting free,”’ 
he said cheerfully. “Of course I don't 
feel worried. Why should I? I don't 
mind it much. The Sheriff treats me 
very nicely and I am innocent of the 
charge, so why worry? How do I ac- 
count for the articles found in my 
room? I don’t pretend to account for 
them. I may have some enemy who 
placed them there. Like all other men, 
I suppose I have enemies, I do not 
pretend to know who returned the ar- 
ticles to my room, but of course I have 
my suspicions. 

George!’ exclaimed *McCamish, 
becoming thoughtful, “It must be a ter- 
rible strain on a guilty man to be placed 
in a position similar to that I now oc- 
cupy. While it doesn’t bother me much 
(I have gained nearly ten pounds since 
I was locked up,) I can realize what 
the position must mean to one who is 
not innocent.” 

“Mrs. Pyle is certainly a beautiful 
little woman,’ was remarked. 

“Pshaw, she’s the last thing that 
would ever enter my head,” he re- 
plied, disgustedly, and then relapsed 
into silence.
